1. It is contrary to the well es­ 
tablished prog ram of this org aniza­ 
tion of fostering efficiency , economy 
and better financial control in pu b­ 
lic affairs. This amendment means, 
if enacted, that a principle of g ov ­ 
ernment has been written into ou r 
constitu tion which, 
in effect, will 
nu llify ou r constitu tional limitations 
on tax rates.
